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A WHOLE TRAIN GOES DOWN AN 
EMBANKMENT, 


to Jump the Track—Over Forty Per- 
sons Injured, But no Fatalities. 

Sr. Lov, May 24.—The west bound train 
on the St. Louis and San Francisco railroad, 
Wiich Jeft St. Louis last night at 8:15, was 
wrecked threa miles west of Sullivan, Mo, 
which pluce is sixty-five miles west of St. 
Louis. Nota single passenger escaped wun- 
hurt and forty-fi ve are known to have been se- 
riously injured, though no death? are fet re- 
ported, The train was running ata high speed 
when suddenly, without warning, the track 
gave way and tle locomotive, baggage car and 
hive coaches went overa thirty foot embank- 
ment. The trainnien and those only slightly 
injured at ouce set to work to prevent the ad- 
ditional horror of fire, at which they suc- 
ceeded, and then turned their atiention to the 
morg unfortunate injured, and ina very short 
tine forty-tive passengers, 

ALL BADLY HURT, 
had been released from the debris. 

A temporary hospital was improvised at 
Sullivan and the most seriously injured were 
taken there, while others were brought to 
St. Louis on a relief train, which was hurried 
tothe scene of disaster. The wounded are 
under care of Dr. McIntyre, chief surgeon of 
the road. 

It was 11:25 p. m. when ths accident: oc- 
curred, and most of the passengers had already 
gone to sleep, while the remainder were about 
todoso. ‘Lhe creek is crossed by the road at 
that point and there isa steep embankment 
thirty feet high. In an instant al)! the coaches 
except two steeping cars had been 

THROWN FROM THE RAILS. 
The people were thrown about in the cars in 
all directions, and some of them were thrown 
from the coaches and dewn the embankment. 
The train proper was made up of a mail car, 
an express car, a baggage car, smoker, ladies’ 
ear, reclining chair car, and two Pullman 
sleepers. Back of these sleepers were hitched 
five empty coaches of the San Antonio and 
Aranzas Pass road, which had been picked up 
atsome way station. ‘The front truck of the 
first sleeper jumped the track, but the rest of 
the car remained on, and the rear sleeper and 
empty coaches behind it never left the track.

THERE WEKE NO FIRES 

inanyofthe carsand the jolt extinguished 
the lights immediately, otherwise a conflagra- 
tien would have been caused, and there is no 
telling how many lives might 
lave been lost. AS it was, most 
of the forward cars were smashed 
into smithereens. The explanation given by 
the train men to the passengers was that the 
spikes and fishplates had been removed froma 
rail at the curve, thus leaving the rail loose on 
the ties. The forward portion of the locomo- 
tive passed the place all right, but the tender 
jumped the track and was thrown part the 
way down the embankment. 

Who removed the spikes and plates is not 
known, but the supposition is that the work 
was done by train robbers. Still no robbers 
put in an appearance, and if the accident was 
caused by them, they must have. either 
weakened in tiieit purpose or have thrown the 
wrong train. Road etiicials ciaim itisa clear 
case of train-wrecking. On the train wasa 
large body of physicians returning from 
Springteld, where the state medical conven- 
tion is being heid, and they rendered valuable 
assistance in caring for the injured.

A Boston Missionary Among the Brethren — 
The Negro Disgusted. 

Cotumnra, S. C., May 24.—[Special.]—Seme 
excitement has been caused among the repub- 
licans here, especiaily the colored clement, by 
the visit of Mr. L. Edwin Dudley, of Boston, 
a member of the Law and Order league, with 
the object of looking into the political situa- 
tion inthis state. Mr. Dudlev interviewed 
several republicans and independents of both 
races to see if some scheme might be devised 
whereby to reorganize the republican party in 
this sivte by getting in new elements, and by 
vetting rid of the old crowd that brought the 
party into disrepute. He intimates that the 
negro must take a back seat. The negro re- 
publicans are very decidedly disgusted with 
Mr. Dudley, and with those who are supposed 
tohave sent him here. Mr. Dudley seems 
kindly disposed to the independents, who are 
headed by J, Hendrix McLane, a disgruntied 
democrat, who ran for governor of this state 
n 1882, but who suffered a laughable defeat. 

The present independent organization isa

They have the Evening Record here, believed 
to be sustained with money furnished bya 
party of Boston gentlemen, whom McLane 
has tooled into the belici thatthere is a con- 
siderable element in South Carolina who are 
ready for a political change. As Mr. Dudley 
comes at the instanceof Senator Hoar, Henry 
Cabot Lodge fand other Massachusetts repub- 
licans, their belief that people in Boston are 
behind McLane is very much strengthened.

COTTON BAGGING IN NEW YORK. 


The New York Cotton Exchange on the 
Alliance Resolution. 

New York, May 24.—The board of man- 
agers of the New York cotton exchange today 
indorsed the report of the committee on trade, 
in the matter of the letter of the Farmers’ 
National Alliance of New Orleans, which 
recommended uniform bales for cotton and 
the use of cotton bagging for baling. The 
committee approve the idea of uniform bales 
of 500 pounds each. The use of cotton 
bagging for covering, the committee believed 
would use up the cheap grade cotton and form 
the means of employment for many hands in 
manufacture. It would be advantageously 
ised in-exporting. It was considered useless 
for the New York cotton exchange to pass 
any rule inthe matter. It was referrd to a 
special committee.

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ALEXANDREIA'S GREAT DAY. 


Unveiling the Confederate Monument— 
Speeches of Governor Lee and Others. 

ALEXANDRIA, Va., May 23.—Alexandria 
was Gtowled today as it has not been since the 
close of the war, on the occasion of the unveil- 
ing of the monument to the memory of the 
confederate dead, who went out from that his- 
toric old place. The monument was erected 
by the R. E. Lee camp of confederate veter- 
ans, and the rapid rate of progress by which 
the project was carried to completion is most 
creditable. The committce in charge of the 
affair was appointed only four years ago, and 
today their labors were crowned with success, 
when one of the handsomest and most striking 
statues in the country was revealed to the 
gaze of assembled thousands. The work is 
altegether American. The figure is that of a 
confederate private, taken from the picture of 
‘‘Appomattos,”’ painted by John Elder, a na- 
tive of Fredericksburg, and now owned by the 
state of Virginia. -It was modeled and cast by 
Casper Buber), a sculptor of Bohemiian birth, 
but whose artistic training and development 
have beeu in America. 

The figure represents a confederate soldier 
as if viewing the field of strife after the sur- 
render. He stands, dressed in the old fa- 
miliar uniform of the confederate private, 
wittfiokied arms and head bowed forward 
as if tn deep contemptation over the scenes of 
privation and hard-fought battles through 
which he had passed, all for naught. It is 
eight feet high, and stands on a granite pedes- 
tal @iwelve feet. On the north and south 
sides of the column are the inscriptions: 

“Erected to the memory of the coufederate dead 
of Alexandria, Va., by their surviving comrades. 
May 24th, 1889,” 

And: 

“They Gied in consciousness of duty faithfully 
performed,”’ 

On the other two sides are the names of the 
dead —@% in all, Prior to the ceremonies of 
unvellipg, there was a parade of a large pro- 
cession, consisting of camps of confederate 
ve erans, tnilitia from Washington and civic 
s0c eties, The weather was bright, but not hot. 
The proeession represented the country for 
twenty-tive miles around. The town 
was plentifally decorated. In the procession, 
were capried a few old standards of the stars 
and bars,and the Maryland Line battle flag 
was at the head of the Maryland Confederate 
V eteran.s association, commanded by General 
Bradley T. Johnson, Captain Raleigh Trav- 
ers Daniel, of Richmond, original of the figure 
in the painting by Elder, made an address on 
behalf of the painter and sculptor, formarly 
turning the monument over to the committee. 

The United States marine band played 
‘*Miserere”’ and Miss Virginia Beverly Corse, 
duughter of General M. D. Corse, pulled the 
cord and unveiled the statue. 

Governor Fitzhugh Lee, orator of the day, 
was then introduced and delivered his address, 
during - which he said: 

‘eremontes by northern organizations in honor of 
devotion to the union of states by the federal sol 
diers are right and proper; and the ceicbrations in

CLEWS IN THE CRONIN MYSTERY, 


The Chicago Police on the Trail of the 
Murderers—A MIlk Man's Story—The 
° Bloody Cottage, 


Carcaaco, Ill., May 24.—William B Hotch- 
iss, a reporter for the Inter-Oceau, did a little 
police work last night on his own account. 
The result may be the disclosure that another 
person besides Cronin was murdered. Hotch- 
iss found that the suburban police had” neg- 
lected to search the catch basin where Cro- 
nin’s body was found after removing the 
corpse. The newspaper man decided to un- 
dertake the work himself. In the bottom of 
the sewer basin, concealed in the water, was 
found a bloody towel, exactly similar to the 
one wrapped about Cronin’s head. Further 
groping brought up a human finger. The 
member was decomposed and it was impossible 
to determine whether it was aman’sor wo- 
man’s. The ideas suggested by the new find 
were various. The recollections of Wood- 
ruff’s confession as to the woman’s body were 
revived, as were also his statements indicating 
there had been a struggle in which Dr. Cro- 
nin was a participant. Itis certain that the 
finger is not from the hands of Dr. Cronin.

Two of them 
posed as brothers while in Lakeview, and 
went under the name of Williams. The third 
man, in all likelihood, was the horse thief 
Woodruff, or Black, as he calls himself.

he clw to the house originated in the fact 
that old John Carlson.who lived with his aged 
parents, in a house in the rear of the ecttage, 
told of his surmises to a milkman named 
Deickman, who told all his customers, incluad- 
ing P. O. Sullivan an iceman. Sullivan made 
it his duty toinform Captain Wing, of the 
Lakeview police, and this he did 
in the presence of Lieutenant Schuettler, 
of the Chicago department. This was 
early Thursday morning, and an hour later, 
Schuettler and Wing were at the cottage, 
Captain Wing talked to the elder Carlson 
and received the key to the cottage. He went 
in the front door, and had no sooner entered 
the hallway than he discovered the bloody 
evidences of thecrime.

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A BANK IN TROUBLE. 
Bank Examiner Cooley Makes a Dis- 
covery. 


New Haven, Conn., May 21.-—Yesterday 
Bank Examiuer Cooley, in the course of his 


‘examination of the affairs of the Merchants’ 


National bank, discovered something wrong. 
This became known today, and created a de- 
cided sensation in business and _ social 
circles, and the facts developed to- 
night indicate pretty clearly that the 
bank will be a heavy. sufferer, and the 
bottom of the sensation has, by no means, been 
reached. Several days ago the directors be- 
came suspicious that there was something 
wrong, and after a preliminary examination of 
the books yesterday, placed Cashier John C., 
Bradley and Assistant Teller Charles W. 
Palmer under police surveillance, and after 
further investigation today, they were held in 
custody of the sheriff, but have not yet been 
jailed. The examination of the books 
showed that the cashier and assistant teller 
were involvedin the system of discouuting 
bills without submitting the paper to the 
directors for approval, and that this system 
had been carried on for a number of years, 
until now the bank was pretty heavily in- 
volved. The bank officials are extremely 
reticent and will not name the extert of the 
loss, but it is named at from $50,000 to 
$100,000, and the latter sum is generally held 
by business men to be the correct figure. 

Today’s expose was precipitated by the dis- 
covery of notes amounting to about $1,700, 
drawn by John E. Bassett, a prominent whole- 
sale and retail hardware dealer, which lad 
been irregularly discounted by the cashier or 
teller. Bassett at once secured the bank by 
giving them a mortgage on his real estate for 
$35,000. Other prominent merchants are 
mixed up in the note discounting expose. 
Teller Palmer has made a full confession of 
all the transactions.

A Plot of Prisoners to Escape Discovered 
and Frustrated. 

Jersey Ciry, May 24.--The warden of the 
Hudson county penitentiary, at Snake Hill, 
this forenoon unearthed a plot for a general 
delivery of the convicts confined in that iusti- 
tution. 

In the cells occupied by five long-term con- 
viets were discovered nineteen files, six 
knives, five saws, ten drills, a pair of com- 
passes and other articles. ‘The files were 
smuggled into the prison from the outside, and 
the other tools were made by a convict black- 
smith now at liberty.

Though Mr. Greeley was, and is, the 
greatest editorial writer this country has 
ever produced, he was whimsical as a child, 
and his letters, while they are characteristic, 
are not important. In fact, they do him 
smal! credit, for they contain an immense 
amount of unnecessary whining and com- 
plaining, all of which ill becomes the editor- 
in-chief of a great newspaper, 

The Republican concludes its review of 
the letters thus: ‘‘Perhaps there is even 
now, amid the sordid depths to which the 
Nation has apparently sunk,a new moral 
impulse germinating that will redeem it 
from its reproach.” 

What sort of a jumbleis this? What 
Goes it mean? Are the people any more 
eordid or Immoral than they were forty 
years ago? If so, the churches have a great 
debt of hypocrisy and sin piled up against 
them. Jlave religion and civilization made 
no sort of advance in 
the last generation? 

To ask the question is to answer it. 
people are less sordid and better in every 
way than they ever were before, else the 
reformatory results of religion and educa- 
tion are not worth a snap of the finger. If

P. Gray, had been released by a recent decison of 
the ‘supreme court of the United States.” The 
author of this articie certainly knew nothing of the 
facts in the case,or want only misrepresented them, 
Lut Iam Inclined to believe the former, I therefore 
beg, that you allow me through the columns of 
your paper, to give the facts as they appear from 
the record: 

Colonel Lewis Tumlin died on the 2nd of June- 
1875, leaving an estate, appraised ai $.0/,000. F. P, 
Gray and Mr. John A. Erwin, qualified as the ad, 
rministrators on this estate, making a joint bond of 
$600,000, but after excessive worry, and ill health, 
Mr. Erwin, (the time nonored friend of the family, ) 
was forced to retira from the trust, jeaving the un- 
administered estate inthe hands of F. P. Gray, 
whom five out of the seven heirs had bitterly op- 
posed his having anything to do with the manaye- 
ment of the estate

He Inetructs Tax Collector Stewart to Collect Taxes 
Which He Says is Due From the Atlanta Home 
Insurance Company—What Mr. Hurt Says. 

The comptroller general is after the Atlanta 

Home Insurance company ” back taxes. 

Recently Tax Collector A. P. Stewart, after 
careful investigation, becaine impressed with 
the idea that the Atlanta Ilome has not paid 
all the taxes required by law since its organi- 
gation. 

Hie report d tile matter to Com ptr lier 
General Wright and asked for instructiens. 

Alter thorough examination, the comptroller 
reached the conclusion that the Atlanta Home 
Insurance company is indebted to the state in 
the sum of $4,004.57 for taxes which it has 
failed, it is alleged, to pay since the beginning 
of its business in 1883. 

Mr. Stewart has been instructed by the 
coniptroller-general to collect this tax. If the 
collection shall be_resisted, it is probable that 
double the amount will be demanded under 
the law for failure to return. Otherwise 
the county commissioners will, in accordance 
with their policy in such cases, relieve the 
Atlanta Home of the payment of double taxes. 

It is claimed that the Atlanta Home In- 
enurance company comes under that clause of 
the tax act requiring that a}! insurance com- 
panies which lend money or inany way doa 
banking or brokerage business, shall be taxed 
for the same. 

Mr. Hurt Talks Briefly. 

Mr. Hurt was asked, last evening, if he had 
any statement to make concerning this action 
on the part of the state and county officials. 

“Only this,’ hesaid. ‘The Atlanta _Ilome 
has paid all the taxes which can be required of 
it. These taxes have been paid according to 
law, and after consultation with the comp- 

trolier-general. We havethe opinion of the
